McCann drew from her the statement that 
old John Bender and his son John were in 
the woods in Montcalm County, Michigaa, 
and that Mrs. Bender was in Niles. Mrs. 
McCann at once opened up a correspondence 
with Dr. E. J. Baiene, then Postmaster hero, 
and with Marshal Shiliady. Subsequentiy 
she came here and convineed berself that 
she was on the right track, ana she has been 
engaged ever since in guthering proofs. 

Mrs. Davis also told Mrs. McCahn that her 
stepmother had killed a woman in Portland, 
this State, and committed various other 
crimes, including the burning of a child and 
the murder of one of her husbands at 
Dowugiac, twelve miles from here. It is 
known that the man did mysteriously disap- 
pear from Dowagiac. J 

The woman, Mrs. Monroe, supposed to be 
Mrs. Bender, has been a wanderer ali her 
life. She has had many husbands and many 
temporary homes. She has lived here about 
ten years, but claims she was dere at the 
time of the Kansas murders. She says she 
rented a house of Judge Fish here nineteen 
years ago, but the Judge’s books show that it 
was between ten and eleven years ago. 

A tintype of the suspected woman sent to 
a man named Cole in New York, who knew 
the Benders and was at their house in Kan- 
sas two weeks before their flight, was sent 
back with this reply: This picture is an ex- 
act likeness of Mrs. Bender.“ One sent to I. 
B. Smith of Parsons, Kas., was recognized as 
Mrs. Bender. 


MRS. DAVIS’ AFFIDAVIT. 


Several months later Mrs. Sarah Davis 
made an affidavit that her mother, Mrs. Al- 
mira Monroe, was none other than Mrs. 
Bender, one ot the Kansas family of mur- 
derers. She also charged. Mrs. Monroe 
with various other crimes before and 
after the Kansas horror. After the Kan- 
sas affair the family, nine in number, 
moved and came to Michigan. The old 
woman settled at Niles and traveled about 
the country as a peddier. Mother and daugh- 
ter quarreled, which resulted in the daigb- 
ter’s confession. Peace was patched up and 
Mrs. Davis came to visit ber mother at Niles 
afew weeks ago. Here she was arrested on 
a charge of larceny and in the trial that 
followed Mrs. Monroe was put on 
the stand and great efforts made 


Bender?” The woman flew 


to wring from her some corroborative evi- 


dence of her daughter’s story. She proved 
herseif a remarkably adept witness not- 
withstanding her illiteracy, but enough was 
gleaned from mother and daughter to make 
it advisable to communicate with the Kansas 
authorities. 

Many facts were adduced tending to show 
that Mrs. Monroe was connected with the 
Bender murders. By her own admissions 
Mrs. Monroe has had seven husbands, and a 
number of them have mysteriously disap- 
peared. Her daughter, Eliza, insists posi- 
tively that Mrs. Monroe is old Mrs. Bender. 

Much interest was manifested and many 
blood-curdling and horrible revelations were 
brought out during the examination. The 
trial ended today with the release of Mrs.

Instead, she grew cold 
and haughty, said she was astonisned at the 
General’s presumption, and ordered her min- 
ions to throw him out of her mansion when 
| he called. Henry T. Kent, a prominent at- 
torney, took upon himself the office of pro- 
tector, and Gen. Gooding went gunning for 
him, but did not “tree” him. Mrs. Jan- 
uary’s hired men earned their salaries, for 
the General got as far as the 
front door three or four times a 
week and was promptly bounced. Only one 
thing could stop him, and the lady finally 
took. the only method of cutting off nis at- 
tentions—-a trip to Europe. The General was 
left high and dry here, but his fever, instead 
of subsiding, increased. Mrs, January re- 
turned from Europe recently and took rooms 
at the Southern. A few hours after her ar- 
rival there was a knock on the door. She 
opened it and shrieked, ** Good heavens, is 
that man here yet?” The tali West Point 
form of the General was in the doorway and 
his face was beaming. The door was slam- 
med and the lady asked Manager Lewis for 
protection. A policeman was called and the 
General escorted to the sidewalk. He was 
forbidden to enter the hotel, but 
again tried to reach Mrs. January’s 
apartments and was fired bodily out 
of the hotel. Those in a position to know 
say that tonight Gen. Gooding had a letter 
conveyed to Manager Lewis. This letter con- 
tained an alleged chullenge to mortal combat. 
It was @ curt, terse challenge, coperently 
written, and constructed according to the 
best recognized rules of the code of honor. It 
is said that Mr. Lewis’ face flushed as he 
read the contents and then tore up the chal- 
lenge, while a contemptuous a his 
lips.

TWO CHICAGO LIMITED TRAINS WRECKED. 


Smashups on the Pennsylvania and Lake 

Shore—One Killed and Others fnjared. 

PirrssurG, Pa., Oct. 30.—[Special.}|—The 
Chicago umited on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago railroad was wrecked this morn- 
ing near Rochester, Pa. One man was killed 
and another fatallyinjured. A freight-train 
had broken down on thé east- bound track, 
between Homewood and Beayer Falis, about 
thirty-five miles from Pittsburg, rendering 
it impossible for a train to pass on that track. 
When the limited reached Homewood orders 
were given to take the west-bound track un- 
til after passing the wreck. The limited 
made an attempt to strike the “crossover” 
to gain the west-bound track, but failed. 
The train was then compelled to back upin 
order to secure headway to cross the grade. 

Just as the train got back and was about 
to move eastward again another freight 
train came along in the rear of the limited 
and crashed into the rear car. Fortunately 
none of the passengers were at the rear. 
The car was badly shattered and the rear 
truck thrown from the track. This was all 
the damage done to the limited, but the 
freight was badly usea up and thrown from 
the track, while two cars were completely 
wrecked. 

Brakeman F. B. Reeder of the freight train 
was squeezed between two cars and instant- 
ly killed, Fireman B. Carr was badly in- 
jured, having both arms and both shoulders 
broken. Engineer Dougherty escaped with 
but slightinjuries about the head. 

The sleeping passengers were all thrown 
from their berths, but none seriousiy hurt. 
J. Palmer O'Neill of Chicago was unconscious 
over baif an hour. but upon recovering was 
found to be all right. H. B. Tefft of Milwau- 
kee was somewhat bruised. by being hurled 
headiong into the aisle, but fears no ill ef- 
fects. The vestibules prevented a more dis- 
astrous wreck. As yet the responsibility has 
not been fixed. ; 

KENDALLVILLE, Ind., Oct. 30.—[sSpecial. |— 
Trains on the Lake Shore railroad are three 
hours late today on account of the wreck of 
the limited express-train going west at Wa- 
waka this morning. The accident was caused 
by the side rod on the engine breaking, 
striking the switch-stand and turning it just 
enough to run the engine and train off the 
track. John J. James of Chicago was the 
only passenger severely injured. He had 
two ribs broken. A score or more received 
scratches and slight wounds, but not of any 
note. The damage to rolling stock, includ- 
ing four vestibuled Wagner sleepers, one 
baggage, and two mail cars, will be about 
$100,000. The train was running fifty-five 
miles an hour. ä

COMMERCIAL RELATIONS OF COLOMBIA. 


Minister Abbott Explains Why the United 
States Gets as mal share of the Trade. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30.—A long papér 

on the commercial relations of Colombia has 

been received at the State Department from 

John T. Abbott, United States Minister at 

Bogota. In the course of it he says: 

The Colombian may admire the iustitutions of 
the Great Republic, as he calls it, but he is not 
for that reason willing to pay a friend, however 
dear to him, four cents for a yard of cotton cloth 
whith he can buy of some one else for two and 
one-half cents. It will require something more 
than sentiment to change the volume of trade. 

These European connections are formidable 
and intricate, are hard to change, and can only 
be broken by offering superior advantages. 

The merchants of the United States have never 
studied this market. Théir method, as a rule, 
has been to advertise to a limited extent in 
a few papers of the country and in 
Spanish-American papers printed in the 
States; and to send to the American Consuls

SENATOR INGALLS ON NATIONAL WEALTH. 


ATCHISON, Kas., Oct. 26—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ] —Reterring to your criticisms in the 
inclosed editorial I would say that if you would 
take the aggregate wealth of this country ac- 
cording to the census of 1860 and the aggregate 
wealth of this country according to the census of 
1880, subtract the one from the other, and divide 
the .remainder by the number of seconds in 
twenty years, you will find that my arithmetic 
Was correct.

Senator Ingalls claims that if we will 
take the aggregate wealth of the country 
according to the census of 1860 and the ag- 
gregate wealth of the country according to 
the census of 1880, subtract one from the 
other and divide the remainder by the num- 
ber of seconds in twenty years,” it will ap- 
pear that bis arithmetic was correct when he 
estimated the national increase of wealth at 
$420 per second. Doubtless, as Senator 

Ingalls was once a schoolteacher, his mere 
arithmetic would prove correct, but from the 
stand point of a political economist or states- 
man the conciusion he reaches would be ut- 
terly wrong and misleading. The year 1860 
was one of low prices in real estate and 
everything else, following the panic of 1857- 
58, while 1880 was a period when times were 
flush and valuations of land and lots high 
owing to a succession of bigcropsin this coun- 
try and a good marketabroad. A comparison 
of census valuations between the two years 
cannot indicate the actual increase in wealth. 
The census shows boom values, land marked 
up, and speculative valuations without re- 
gard to the actual earning power of the prop- 
erty. The error is seen in the case of a farm 
producing $500 per annum and valued at 
$5,000, which might be made to yield $1,000 
and would then be reported as worth 620,000, 
showing an apparent increase of $10,000 in 
weaith; whereas the actual addition to the 
resources of the country available for pur- 
poses of taxation or expenditure would be 
only $500. To take the gross and speculative 
census valuations as indicating so much in- 
crease in wealth would give a result ten or 
twenty times the reality. A city lot which 
has doubled in price by a boom does not indi- 
cate an increase of so much in national 
wealth available for taxation, but merely 
that more money is required to transfer the 
title from one person to another. Taxes 
cannot be paid from the valuations own- 
ers or census-takers put on property 
but from the actual inconie or earnings produced. 
The actual increase in wealth is the added 
amount of products the people have left at 
the end of the year over and above the 
previous one, the surplus remaining to be 
expended, invested, used in reproduction, or 
passed over to tax-eaters. Unfortunately, 
the census does not show this, but leaves it a 
matter for estimate. There can be no doubt, 
however, that the census valuations from 
time to time show an apparent increase of 
national wealth from ten to twenty times 
greater than the reality. And Senator In- 


galls has fallen into the error of contound- 


ing the estimated selling value of real and 
personal property with the net or surplus an- 
nual earnings or creations of wealth by 
work. The latter represents no more than 
the mere interest on the former.

PROGRESS IN THE CRONIN CASE. 

| The witnesses who testified yesterday in 
the Cronin case were all members of the no- 
torſous Camp 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, and 
with one exception they had the remarkably 
bad memories which have distinguished the 
members of that organization when ques- 
tioned by the State. When inquiries are put 
by the defense they are able to recall with 
distinctness che happenings of two or three 
years ago. When the prosecution becomes 
inquisitive they cannot recall exciting ov- 
currences which took place last February. 
It is evident that the Clan-na-Gael memory 
is as bad as some other things connected 
wita that order. Notwithstanding this un- 
willingness on the part of its witnesses the 
State was able to make progress in showing 
that a secret committee had been appointed 
to look after Dr. Cronin, and that Mr. Beggs, 
as Senior Guardian, stated “it would report 
to him alone.” It was also proven that this 
committee was appointed because Dr. Cro- 
nin bad trodden on the toes of, the triangle 
by reading in his camp the report of the Bul- 
falo investigation into its misdeeds. 

As usual, the examination of witnesses 
was continually interrupted by Mr. Forrest 
or one of his colleagues objecting to the in- 
trofiuction of evidence. Although the de- 
fendants are charged with a conspiracy to 
murder, so that the evidence against one 
bears against all, the counsel for the defense 
will insist on making the point that where a 
witness testifies regarding Beggs, for in- 
stance, all that he says must be stricken out 
sofar as the four other prisoners are con- 
cerned. Were these eminent lawyers to 
have their way the jurors would be in pos- 
Session of some evidence against each of the 
indicted men, but would be told that what 
was said as against Coughlin or Burke could 
have no bearing on the cases of O'Sullivan 
and Kunze, although they were parties to 
one and the same conspiracy. It is the same 

ng that was asked in the case of the An- 
archists and was refused by Judge Gary and

Are they gradually drifting back 
to the faith and practice of their fathers of 
cheap wages in order to get cheap goods?! 
But whatever may have been the reason for 
their change of front it is well that they 
shouid understand now, before’ the change 
has been made from protection to free trade, 
that cheap goods always mean low wages. 
Were they to believe that their wages would 
remain unchanged, but that the price of 
everything they buy was to fall, the awak- 
ening from that pleasant but unprofitable 
delusion would be rather painful. And the 
man they have just elected Mayor, who 
taught them so, would become an object of 
their hottest execration. 


THE CITY CAN FURNISH CHEAP GAS. 

It is constantly asserted that it will cost a 
city more to make and deliver gas than a pri- 
vate company. Reason and the facts are both 
against this. The low price of gas where 
municipal ownership prevails contradicts it. 
A city can build as good works as any private 
company if ithas the money and employ as 
competent & superintendent, but the vital 
pointis, that it does not seek to pay divi- 
dends. The city aims to furnish a good article 
to the consumer ator about the costof manu- 
facture. If that drops, the price drops with 
it, and the consumer gets the benefit. The 
private corporation charges the cost of manu- 
facture plus the largest possible dividend to 
the stockholder. If operating expenses di- 
minish, at least nine-tenths of the sum saved 
is absorbed by the stockholder, and the con- 
sumer is lucky if he gets one-tenth. 

It is also claimed that if the city owns a 
plant it will soon be antiquated and will re- 
main valueless on ite hands by reason of new 
inventions. The plants of private companies 
become antiquated, but they are replaced 
with new, the money to doit with coming from 
the consumers, who in this case pay for a 
plant they do not own, while where tne city 
controls the works they do. The weakness 
of this antiquated argument, as pointed out 
by Mr. Keeler in the Forum, is that the cost 
of holders and mains which do not get anti- 
quated is from two-thirds to three-fourths of 
the cost of the whole works. The only 
change needed to introduce new methods 
will be in the gas-house, and its cost will be 
comparatively slight. 

The monopolists have sought to deter tax- 
payers from owning their own gas plants by 
telling them it would be “Socialistic.” It is 
doubtful if any intelligent man is scared by 
that bugaboo. It is pretty generally con- 
ceded now that where a business from the 
nature of things does not permit of com- 
petition and must be a monopoly in what- 
ever hands it is placed, that monopoly 
should be in the hands of the whole people, 
which may be relied on to do justice to all, 
and not left in those of afew who will in- 
evitably make it a source of excessive profit 
for themselves. Were the gas-works owned 
by the city it would endeavor to furnish the 
largest quantity of gas for the smallest price 
because every one would be benefited there- 
by. A private corporation gives the least it 
can forthe greatest sum, so that its divi- 
deuds may be increased. Water-works, gas- 
works, street railways are purely municipal 
purposes which should be run by the people 
for the people. If the latter were controlled 
by the city the fare would be 3 cents; being 
under private control it is 5. 


It was unnecessary for Mr. Keeler to state 


that competition in the gas business is im- 
possible. Chicago has learned that thorough- 
ly. It has seen capitalists buy franchises 
from tough Aldermen and promise competi- 
tion. It has seen consolidation follow, and 
the prices shoved up so that past expenses, 
including the Aldermanic bribery bills, were 
paid by the consumer. Between public and 
private monopoly there is no middie ground. 
Chicago has the last. The first, could it only 
secure it, would be more economical and 
more preferable in every respect. 


A PRIVATE snap organ,-which reluctantly 
admits that the city should have a “high 
water” service, and which yet opposes with- 
out rhyme or reason all practicable plans of 
raising the money, says if the city will take 
$135,000 out of the water fund and establish 
an experimental high water plant it can get 
therefrom not a gross income, but a net profit 
of $225,000 a year. It will make, in other 
words, about 170 per cent on its investment! 
It is in the power of Chicago, therefore, to go 
into a business the returns from which would 
make the owners of telephone stock green 
with envy. But assume these figures to be 
true, and suppose Chicago, in order to insure 
the business district against fire, to stimulate 
light manufactures by the furnishing of cheap 
power, and to do away with the smoke nui- 
sance, should want to establish plants enough 
to cover the entire business area. Suppose 


to do it it should accept the offer of capi- |

Why the Seal Poachers Keep at It. 

Treasury Agent Goff makes the astounding 
assertion that illicit Canadian poachers have, 
durmg the last season, killed over 200,000 seals, 
far the larzer part of their victims sinking before 
the séalers could get them, while they have 
taken about 40,000 sealskins to Victoria, If his 
statistics are correct he is right in his assertion 
that at this rate it will take only a few years to 
exterminate the fur seal of Alaska. Females 
and old males are not killed for their furs, the 
market demanding the furs of 2 or 8 year old 
males. A careful study of seal breeding on 
the Pribylor Ielands leads to the con- 
cinsion that less than 200,000 young male seals 
are annually available for slaughter, and some 
authorities place the limit considerably below 
that figure. The history of fur-sealing in South 
American waters has given ample warning that 
a few years of Canadian poaching on our North- 
ern sealing-grounds would forever cut off the 
world's supply of fur skins,— Zz.

Steamers to Be Built by F. W. Wheeler 
of Bay City for the Service—A Syndic- 
ate to Furnith the ‘Money for Their 
Construction—Pians of the Line as Out- 
lined by Its Chicago Agent—General 
Marine News. 


A Canadian Pacific line of six steel freight and 
passenger steamers, the finest on the great 
lakes, will be running between Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and Gladstone and Owen Sound before 
the marine season of 1890 is far advanced. A 
syndicate has been formed to furnish the money 
for the boats without other aid from the Canadi- 
an Pacific than the erection of elevators and the 
required terminal facilities a Owen Sound, with 
ab agreement regarding the division of rates, the 
contract covering a period of years. These 
terms were forwarded to President Van Horne 
some days ago. The traffic manager of the road 
soon after reached here and looked over the 
field. Mr. Van Horne’s visit to Owen Sound fol- 
lowed, and, from his speech there to the City 
Ceuncil promising the building of elevators and 
docks, it is evident he has accepted the proposi- 
tion of the syndicate, although he has not as yet 
replied directly. 

The steamboat line asks that it be given Balti- 
more division of through rates on export busi- 
ness and Philadelpnia division on Canadian traf- 
fic. The aim is to get a through lake and rail 
rate to Montreal as low as that. now given to 
Baltimore. 

The boats for the new line will be built by 
Congressman F. W. Wheeler of Bay City, and 
will be given a speed of sixteen miles an hour, 
with the view of attracting a. large passenger 
traffic between Chicago and Canadian points, 
particularly during midsummer, as a direct lake 
route to the St. Lawrence and Thousand Islands 
resorts, 

By the connection with the “Soo” road at 
Gladstone the steamboat line will give a direct 
water route to Owen Sound for St. Paul-Minne- 
apolis traffic, and save the long rail haul from 
Gladstone eastward, by way of Sault Ste. Marie. 
In fact, the water route is almost in the shape of 
an air line, as compared with the rail route. 

These are the outlines of the purposes of the 
syndicate putting on the steamers, as outlined 
by J. Francis Lee, Chicagougent of the Canad . 
Pacific, yesterday. He is hopeful that a g 

trade will be built up over the Canadian Pacific 
by this lake and rail connection, which he 
says has one great advantage over the lake and 
rail lines via Buffalo. By striking the Canadian 
Pacific at St. Ignace as soon as the straits are fro- 
zen over the line will be open a couple of months 
a year longer than its Buffalo competitors. “I 
had to prove to the Canadian Pacific people,” he 
adds, by actual ts that the Owen Sound 
route was feasible. I chartered the steamer 
City of Charlevoix and sent her down with a car- 
go to end all doubt.

He assured me t he felt no fear 
or pain and that his only feeling was one of in- 
tense curiosity as to which part of the body the 
hon would take next.

The 
case on trial is based on Sec. 266 of Chap. 46 of 
the statutes, which provides that any person 
who shall in any way interfere with a judge, 
clerk, challenger, or any other officer of 
election shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished bya fine of not less 
than $500 or more than $2,000, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail for not less than six 
months or more than one year, or both. 

Kent and Thomas Downey were in court 
early yesterday morning and each announced 
his readiness for an immediate trial. At- 
torney Fred A. Mitchell, on behalf of Kent, 
opened the proceedings by presenting his 


client’s answer to the charges made in the 


information filed by the Board of Elecuon 
Commissioners. This document referred 
only to the charges as related to the contempt 
proceedings, and set up the claim that Kent 
acted in good faith in recommending the 
changes of the judges. It maintained that 
Kent had little active part in the matter, but 
merely recommended to Clerk Sam Parker 
that the changes be made. He had no con- 
trol over Parker and was in no way responsi- 
ble if the latter negiected his duty and made 
the changes without laying the matter before 
the 2 Kent furtner denied any inten- 
tional wrongdoing or any intent to obstruct 
the judges, interfere with the primaries, or in 
ary other way to perform any act of con- 
tempt of court. 

The answer gave rise toa long argument, 
Attorney Mitchell claiming that it practically 
purged Kent of contempt,.as the Appellate 
Court had filed an opinion in the Welch case 
that no evidence could be taken in contempt 
proceedings when the intent was denied by 
the defendant. 

Judge Prendergast said he would look the 
matter up, and in the meantime the misde- 


meanor charges could be proceeded with. A8 


the evidence was practically the same in 
both cases he would, should he decide to 
consider the evidence in the contempt mat- 
ter, use that offered in the misdemeanor 
trial. This was agreed to by the counsel, 
and it was decided to firat take up the case 
against Kent alone, charging him with the 
alleged irregularities in the Fifth Ward. The 
case against the two defendants would be 
taken up later. 
: GETTING A JURY: | 
The work of getting a jury occupied the 
balance ot the forenoon and a short time 
after lunch, but finally twelve men were 
found who had a high idea of the importance 
of primary elections and the duty of a citi- 
zen to vote.

Windnausen 
said he was employed in one of the offices of 
the county building, but he could not remem- 
ber the man’s name or the office in which he 
was employed. 

Windhausen’s examination took up the 
balance of the afternogh, and it was seen 
that the large number of witnesses to be ex- 
amined would make the trial a much longer 
affair than had been anticipated. The jurors 
were not locked up but were allowed to go 
home with strong injunctions to refrain 
from talking to any one about the case. 

Kent is eonfident that he cannot be con- 
victed and boasts that he can, in five min- 
utes on the witness-stand, disprove the 
charges made against him.

But he had asked nothing for himself. Un- 
pledged and uninstructed, but anxioys to put 
Ingersoll at the head of the ticket, delegates 


arrived at Peoria. What happened consti- 


tutes one of the strangest incidents in Amer- 
ican polities. | 

Edward P. Fox of St. Louis tells the story 
to the Globe Democrat. He waß not only a del. 
egate to the convention, but he was a mem- 
ber of the committee which acted as pall- 


bearers at the burial of Ingersoll’s political 


ambition. Mr. Fox's home at that time was 
in Jacksonville. 

“That convention at Peoria,“ said Mr. 
Fox, stood toward Mr. Ingersoll as the con- 
vention at Chicago last year stood toward 
Mr. Biaine. Five-sixths of our delegates 
were for Ingersoll, as five-sixths of those 
delegates were for Mr. Biaine. There 
was but one obstacle in the way. At Chicago 
it was Mr. Blaine’s consent. At Peoria it 
was Mr. Ingersoll's views on religion. After 
he came back from the war Mr. Ingersoll be- 
gan his attacks on the orthodox creeds. In 
1868 he was receiving a good deal more at- 
tention from the ministers than he does now. 
When the delegates came together the ques- 
tion was raised as to the possible effect of 
religion being dragged into the campaign. 
We wanted to nominate Ingersoll, but we 
were afraid of that kind of a campaign. 

“The convention met and organized. Mr. 
Ingersoll's name was presented. Some one, 
a known friend of the eloquent Peorian, 
arose and moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee to wait on Mr. Ingersoll. I don’t re- 
member that the precise reason for this 
committee was mentioned, but everybody 
understood what was meant. We felt that 
unless we could have beforehand such an 


understanding with our nominee as would. 


keep religious discussion out of the campaign 
it would nét do to put him at the head of 
the ticket. Morgan County was one of the 
strong Republican counties, and, further- 
more, Jacksonville was known as the City 
of Churches.“ Perhaps for that reason the 
Chairman selected me as one of the eight or 
ten members of the committee. The conven- 
tion took a recess until after dinner. The 
members of the committee got togethey im- 
mediately and consulted. Then we went 
across the street to the law office of the In- 
gersolls. [remember as well as if it was 
only yesterday the reply which Mr. Ingersoll 
made, and | remember, too, just how he said 
it.

THE KING OF SIAM’S AMAZON CORPS. 


A. Peeuliar and Highly Favored Body of 
Feminine Warriors. 

New York Sun: The King of Siam former- 
ly had a real Amazonian guard of 400 mem- 
bers. This guard consisted of the most beau- 
tiful and the strongest young women in his 
kingdom. Every recruit had to be at least 13 
years old, and of almost perfect physical de- 
velopment. After serving twelve years she 
was retired to the reserve corps. An active 
guardswoman was a personal life guard of 
his Siamese Majesty. A reserve guards- 
woman, however, had merely the duty of 
watching the royal -palaces and the crown 
estates. Every recruit, before she was ad- 
mitted to the Amazonian guard, took the 
eath of chastity. for the King of Siam al- 
lowed only women of tne strictest virtye in 
his personal military service. The Amazoni- 
an corps wore most elaborate uniforms. A 
fine white, gold-embroidered woolen skirt 
hung down to the knees. Over this each 
wore a light coat of mail. The arms were 
bare. The head was covered with a golden 
helmet. At court feasts and on national 
holidays the Amazons carried only lances in 
their right hands. They handied these 
lances with all the expertness of drum- 
majors, twirling, twisting, and 
them as they marched and counter- 
marched before their critical sovereign. 
Generally, however, the Amazons carried 
muskets. The corps consisted of four com- 
panies of one hundred Am@zons each, com- 
manded by female Captains. immediately 
after the death of an Amazonian commander 
the King critically reviewed the leaderless 
division, and after three days’ thought over 


Amazon in the rank and file to the Captaincy. 
Every member of the corps was served both 
at home and abroad by five negresses. The 
corps held dress parade on thé parade 
grounds near the Capitol twice every 
week, and exercised d with tne lance, 
the pistol, the musket, and the rifle. The 
discipline of the corps was unezcephon- 
able. The necéssity of punishing a member 
rarely occtrred oftener than once a year. 
Duels, however, were frequent among the 
Amazons. Before a duel could be fought the 
permission to fight it had to be obtained from

An 
Amazon who fell in a duel was buried with 
extraordinary pomp, and the priest in his 
funeral oratuon usually recommended her to 
a high place in Heaven in consideration aj 
her bravery on the feld of honor. The vie- 
torious duelist was congratulated by her 
comrades. She was obliged, however, to re- 
tire from her company tor two months, which 
she passed in fasting and praying. Then 
she was reinstated with high honorsin the 
active service.

Heavy Purchases of American Bessemer on 
European Orders for Speculation. 
New York, Oct. 30.—[{Special.]—As far as 
purely local interests are concerned, it does 
notappear that any change has taken place 
in the iron or allied trades since last week. 
Advices from Pittsburg and vicinity indicat- 
ed some reac@on from late extreme high 
prices for mer pig-iron in that quarter, 
however, and suggest that speculative hold- 
ers, if not producers, are inclined to profit by 
the sharp advance that has taken place since 
the beginning of the month. it is stated 
that a local firm of importbrs and commis- 
sion merchants prominently identified with 
the Southern pig-iron industry have pur- 
chased heavily ot American Bessemer pig 
on European orders for speculative account 
of late, and there is a suspicion that some 
connection exists between this trading and 
the alleged combination of Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie and allied capitalists to control the 
market for crude material employed in steel- 
making. Reports come from Pittsburg that a 
biock of 20,000 toas Bessemer pig was offered in 
that market without fnding takers, and that 
the entire lot was subsequently purchased by 
Chicago parties at $20 at furnace. Whether 
this was a part of the alleged late Englisn 
purchases is not clear. Foundry pig-iron 18 


offered sparingly for early delivery, and as 
yet few contracts have been made for we 


same or for mill gcades for next year’s de- 
livery. Scotch pig is still so high in price as 
to be practically unsalable in this market. 
London cables note continued speculative ex- 
citement in iron in England, with sales re- 
ported as high as 60s for Scotch warrants 
and 58s 9d for Middlesborough pig.

With lead ata high figure American 
silver mining is siightiy stimulated. The 
more important issue is silver coinage, Sil- 
ver has been steadily advancing in value. 
There has been a heavy Asiatic demand 
which bas reduced any stock which may have 
accumulated. Today thereis no supply of 
silver hoarded up that is known. 


“The 3 uction is taken up as fast as. 


mined. the Secretary-of the Treasury 
should increase the coinage of silver to the 
maximum of $4,000,000 a month I am confi- 
dent that silver would go to var. “fhe prac- 
tical effect.of such action would be thé same 
as if there were free coinage and at the same 
time insure a steady ana certain increase of 
the currency. It should be remembered that 
Germany has for some time ceased to sell 
silver. In 1878 she began to dispose of her 
silver for gold, although at no time was sil- 
ver demonetized by Germany. 

„She still has $100,000,000 in silver in circu- 
lation. France ‘has 800,000,000 in sliver 
afloat and it has never caused the slightest 
disturbance in ber finances. This should be 
borne in mind by those who pretend to fear 
the result of silver 2 in America. The 
opponents of silver will have a hard time in 
the future. There will now be eight more 
Senators from we West who will favor sil- 
ver. 


Two important changesAn the method of 
transacting the business of the Pension Office 


calls to the War Department for information 
regarding the record of an applicant for a 
pension—one to the Secretary of, War and 
the other tc the Surgeon-General.” The mili- 
tary records were on file in the Adjutant- 
General’s office and the medical records from 
the hospital rolls in the Surgeon-Generai’s 
office. oth records were some time ago 
brought together and placed in charge of Dr. 
Ainsworth in the Surgeon-General’s office. 
General Raum thought two separate and 
distinct calls for this information were un- 
necessary, so he has issued an order to con- 
solidate them into one. The blank will be so 
arranged that the information desired can be 
recorded on the back of the blank. Instead 
of using six sheets, as is done at present for 
the call and the record of information, but 
one sheet will be used. In this way not only 
time and paper but clerical labor will be 
saved. 

Gen. Raum also issued instructions to heads 
of divisions in the Pension Office directing 
that claims involving large sums of money, 
after they have been prepared for special 
adjudication, are not to be passed upon. 
They are to be brought to bis 
proposes to give them his personal consider- 
ation before the pension certificate will be 
issued. This change will not delay the final 
adjudication of the claim, as the Commis- 
sioner intends to give the preference to busi- 
ness of this character and examine the cases 
as soon as brought before him. He does not 
intend to make a reéxamination of tne cases, 
but in connection with the official famiuar 
with them he will go over the cases so as to 
know what they are ana the principle upon 
which they have been decided. Gen. Raum 
is desirous of facilitating the work of the 
office as much as possible, and will endeavor 
to inspire the empioyés with the same spirit. 


The Star tonight says that the Civil Service 
Commission has decided to ask the District 
Attorney to prosecute all persons concerned 
in the preparation and distribution of the 
political assessment circular recently sent by 
the Old Dominion Republican League to Vir- 
ginians in Government service. Those per- 
sons notemployés of the Government will be 
prosecuted under Sec. 12 of the Civil Service 
act, which provides that no person shail in 
any Government building solicit or re- 
ceive a contribution for any political 
purpose. The commission holds that a per- 
son not connected with the Government in 
any way may ask for and receive money 
from Government employés for political pur- 
poses anywhere except in a Govern nent 
building, but that where the occurrence akes 
place on Government property, or where let- 
ters are sen Government buildings. those 

ncerned are liable to prosecution. 

‘It is also proposed to prosecute Messrs. 
Klam, Godwin, and Verser, who are Govern- 
ment employés, under Sec. 2 of the act, which 
prohibits all persons drawing compensation 
from the United States from being in any 
manner connected with political assess- 


ments. 


Ex-Congressman John R. Thomas has de- 
clined a piace on the Cherokee Commission. 
Secretary Nobie sent him a letter saying that 
the President was anxious to have him on 
the commission and urging acceptance.

Oplulon of Those Who Have Visited the 
Destitute in the Dakotas 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 30. Special. 
A joint meeting of committees from the Min- 
neapolis Board of Trade and the St. Paul 
Chamber of Commerce was held in this city 
this afternoon to take some converted action 
for tne relief of needy people in North and 
South Dakota. The committees wilt call for 
supplies of clothing, food, and money at once. 
A young man from Ramsey County said 
stories of suffering had not been overesti- 
mated. George A. Brackett of the associa- 
ted charities of this city, who bas just re- 
turned from an extended trip in msey 
County, said he had looked over the ground 
carefully and thought the stories were ex- 
aggerated. He failed to find a . thut 
wus really in need of the necessaries of life, 
Mr. Brackett believes that people ln that sec- 
tion are suffering more from mortgage 
sharks than from failure in crops. He says 
that they are compelied to pay from 80 to 100 
per cent r annum for loans. He hasa 
scheme fo the organization of a Twin City 
Trust company to loan money to Dakotans for 
10 per cert per annum. He says the Twin 
Cities can do more for the people of Dakota 
in this direction than ir any other way. Dr.

Fred J. Mehring, at one time 
ex-officio Treasurer of Cook County, bought a 
piece of land nearly twenty years ago. There 
had been g sale of the property under foreclos- 
ure, and August Luepsche, now dead, was the 
mortg r. His heirs claimed that the sale was 
defective, and that the title of Mehring was not 
good. The heirs of Luepsche filed a bill for 
partition of the land, but the only evidence was 
an ante-fire record and deeds, which, unfortu- 
nately, were in the possession of the principal 
defendant, Mehring. The heirs submitted an 
affidavit and asked for a rule on Mehring to com- 
pei him to produce the documents on tne trial 


ot the case, but Judge Jamieson denied the mo- 
tion on the ground that the evidence might tend 


to defeat the title of the defendant, Mehring. to 
the land. 

The heirs prayed an appeal, and will test the 
novel question in the Supreme Court. It has 
never been decided in this State, and the princi- 
ple om which Judge Jamieson proceeded was that 
which prevents a person being compelled to give 
evidence tending to criminate himself. In a 
similar case before Judge Collins of Ross vs. 
White Judge Collins ordered the defendant to 


submit the evidence. 


Points on Mechanic Lien. 

In the suit of Daniel W. O'Connor against 
Plugradt & Schoening, contractors, Judge Tuley 
laid down some law on the amendment of 1887 to 
the Mechanics’ Lien act. O’Connor agreed to 
pay the contractors $4,650 for builaing a house at 
No. #2 Vernon Park place. Under the amend- 
ment to the law the Owner was entitled to a 
statement of cost, material used, sub-contractors 
employed, etc. The contractors furnished him 

only with a list of tne sub-contractors, and after 

aying $2,327 of the $4,650 O'Connor, because 

ie statement was not made, refused to pay 
more, and, the contractors abandoning the work, 
OPonnor had to complete the building. He 
filed a petition to settle the rights of the various 
sub-contractors. The court decided that he 
should have the sub-contractors after ac- 
cepting the t statement, the law requiring 
the sub- — j. to be paid before the con- 
tractors. But he assessed damages against the 
contractor for abandoning the work, and criti- 
cised the amendment, which, he said, rendered 
confusion worse confounded. He said the only 
safe way wasfor the sub-contractors and the 
material men to give the statutory notice * 
diately and for the owner to know that all th 
sub-contractors were fully paid before —— 
auy money to the original contractors. .
